day tbo name ot tbo young woman Is 
not known save to those In paramount 
authority In the navy, but American 
naval officers say tho fact of tho hap- 
pening has become known to other 
naval men all over tbe world. 


The Pluvlose and a slater submarine 


Tiad gono out from the navy yard at 
Calais about 1 o'clock In tho afternoon 
for a series of maneuvers. She was 
about two miles from shore and WM 
disport lug In a series of dives and ris- 
ings to the surface. Tho feat known 
as "porpoising" wa»; being : acc'om- 
pilshed with great skill, tho submarine 
being entirely responsive to every turn 
of a directing wheel In her machinery. 
The act of "porpoising" Is an Imitation 
'of the action of the porpoise in its leaps 
above water and prompt disappear-

THE BOILING WATER POINT. 


On th« Soil* T!tl» Ii Marked «t 212 


DegrteVbut Under Cirtaln Condi- 
tion* It M§/ Be Several Hundred 
D«sr««»—Th« Critical Temperature. 


On au ordinary Fahrenheit thermom- 


eter there Id wrltteu opposite 212 'de- 
grees "Boiling point of water" and op- 
posite 32 degrees "Freezing point of 
water." Neither of these Is correct ex- 
cept for a certain condition of the at- 
mosphere, and that is when It gives on 
tho barometer about thirty inches, or 
fifteen pounds pressure to the square 
Inch. Tills is the ordinary pressure at 
what Is known as sea level, and to this 
all thermometers are calibrated. In a 
mountainous region the pressure Is 
hardly ever BO much as fifteen pounds, 


: and water boils at sometimes as low as 
2 0 0 degrees.

If water la boiled In a diving txl). 


where the pressure la forty or fifty 
pounds a square Inch, Us temperature 
will be several hundred degrees .in- 
atcad of 212. It water'Is boiling In a 
hear, vacuum tho temperature Is so 
small that the hand^thrust Into the 
water would actually feel cold. 
.What has been said about the boiling 
point applies'to some extent to the 
freezing point but bero It differs for 
different materials, whereas tbe re- 
marks about the boiling point of water 
apply to tho boiling points of all 
liquids. 


THE MAGNETIC NEEDLE.

of (ha compass" from the true north, 
our government maintains a division 
of terrestrial magnetism. • 


Not only dies the magnetic needle 


rary at different places, bvt the varia- 
tion changes from year to year and 
even at different times in the day. On 
magnetic survey charts those places 
which at a particular time have the 
lame amount of variation are connect- 
ed by wbat Is known as an isogonle, or 
equal variation line. Through these 
points on the map In which there U no 
variation of the needle from the true 
north a line known as tbe agonic 
passes. 


Iron deposits and mountain ranges 


modify the action of tho unknown 
causes of the periodical variation and 
cause these lines to becomo even more 
crooked than those which mark equal 
temperatures, known aa Isothermal 
lines.

iBogonlc charts may be accurate to- 


day and full of small errors in n few 
years. The famous Mason >nd Dlion's 
line between Pennsylvania and Mary-, 
land, which was surveyed In tbo years 
1103 to 1707. was run by tho stars 
and not by the needle, a great piece of 
foresight In that day. If It had been 
surveyed by the compass In 1800 it 
would have shown a deviation In some 
places of two miles, and bad the line 
been.run by uncorrecjcd. compass a 
hundred years later, In 1000, tho varla. 
tlon would have reached nearly nine'

become larger, while others become 
smaller. On this depends the freezing 
point at different pressures of'atmos- 
phere. Water expands on freezing; so 
do typo metal and some other things. 
All other substances become smaller 
.on freezing. Water.pipes burst when 
the water freezes.- Coins of gold and 
silver are stamped Instead of being 
molded, for the metals grow smaller on 
freezing or solidifying, nnd consefliient- 
,ly the coin would be wabbly.. 


It has been found that tho things 


that expand .on' solidifying, ns water, 
freeze at n lower temperature when 
the pressure Is increased, while tho 
others freeze at n higher. 
When a 


substance that expands' freezes under' 
higher pressure than usual It has to 
exert more force to shove the pressure 
away, and consequently has to nse up 
more of Its heat energy, thus losing 
more heat and becoming colder. 


Take'the-substance that contracts 


when It solidifies. Tho pressure will 
help It to get smaller, and consequent- 
ly tho greater the pressure the less 
beat It has to lose on attaining the 
solid state, so it will freeze at higher 
temperature. If the pressure Is great ! 
enough it may freeze or solidify at a 
thousand degrees temperature, which 
Is high enough to change most BUU- 
atances to vapor under ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure. 
> 


This Is one of the reasons advanced 


to prove that tho Interior of the earth 
Is solid, for tho assumption Is that the 
core is made up of substances that 
contract when freezing, and there Is, 
of course, an enormous pressure a few 
hundreds of miles below the surface. 


In regard' to the boiling points of 


liquids, there Is an upper limit to tho 
point'nt which a thing boils-that Is, 
changes to tho state of vapor. It hi 
called tho critical temperature. 
No 


matter how gruut a pressure exists on 
a substance. If It ls nt n temperature 
greater than Its critical It will change 
to vapor anyhow. 
• , 


Tho ignorance of this point held 


back tho making of liquefied gases- 
such as air, carbon dioxide, etc.—for 
many yeara. The experimenters tried 
to.liquefy .gases at ordinary tempern- 


- tares by enormous pressures, whereas 


If they had Just cooled the gases be- 
low their critical temperatures before 
applying 
the pressure 
liquefaction 


would have ensued Immediately. 


This is the method employed today 


In making liquid air. The air Is com- 
pressed at first and then allowed to 
Issue from a small orifice, thus, ex- 
panding and cooling. Is then pumped 
back and compressed by the pump, 
allowed to go through the orifice 
again, thus cooling still more, until at 
last It is below the critical tempera- 
ture, when the compression caused by 
the pump liquefies It, — Lawrence 
Hodges In Chicago Record-Herald.

Spruce Trees Nursed by Plnea. 


A singular fact with regard to the re- 


lations of dlCferenfspeclcs of trees has 
been brought out by tbe reforestation . 
of tho peninsula of Jutland, Denmark. 
U was observed that when planted 
nlono spruce trees did not prosper, 
but that If n Epruco was.planted near 
a mouutnin pine It grew up vigorously. 
Further experiment has shown that If 
the pines are placed near the bpruces 
at the beginning and after being al- 
lowed to grow together with them for 
a few. years are cut down the benefit 
to the spruce continues. .The phenom- 
enon la not understood, says Profes- 
sor J. W. Uarshborger, but It Is sup- 
posed that the roots of the mountain 
pine are Inhibited by some mycorhlza 
which produces the nitrogen needed by 
tho trees nnd that this organism Is 
'transferred to the roots of tho sur- 
rounding spruce. 
Onco the infection 


has taken place the presence of the 
pine Is no longer necessary.
